retain sufficient flexibility in 
routes to meet future conditions? 

Where is the most pressing need 
for rapid transit development, and 
what lines should be given pri¬ 
ority in construction? 

What type of construction 
should be used to meet the various 
local requirements? 

How is the development to be 
financed in order that the entire 
city may be benefited and yet not 
fall into the financial difficulties 
now faced by Eastern cities ? 

How are the many new legal 
problems involved to be solved? 

By whom are the lines to be 
constructed, owned and operated ? 

Must Start Right 

Failure to properly answer 
these questions would likely re¬ 
sult in saddling the city and coun¬ 
ty of Los Angles with an over 
or underdeveloped rapid transit 
system, improperly designed, poor¬ 
ly constructed and unsatisfactor¬ 
ily financed and operated; would 
be sure to create a heavy burden 
on many generations to come, and 
would be worse than no system 
at all. 

Every one who has watched Los 
Angeles grow to \he million mark 
has realized that provision must 
be made for adequate rapid trans¬ 
it. Whether rapid transit is to 
bring prosperity or disaster in 
its wake will be settled during 
the next few months. Every voter 
owes it to himself to become thor¬ 
oughly familiar with the various 
provisions of this rapid transit 
plan. 

The article next week will ex¬ 
plain the provisions of the report 
which outlines what constitutes a 
metropolitan rapid transit system.

Rapid transit is today one of 
the livest topics of discussion in 
Los Angeles. Every large metro¬ 
politan city arrives at a point 
where it must have adequate rap¬ 
id transportation, and judging by 
the experience of other cities, 
Los Angeles has arrived at this 
place. 

The experience of other Amer¬ 
ican cities indicate that when a 
community reaches the million 
mark in population, the need for 
rapid transit—either elevated or 
subway—becomes imperative. 

In Other Cities 

The elevated railways in New 
York City were completed as they 
exist today, in 1880, when its 
population was 1,200,000. The 
Chicago elevated system was con¬ 
structed in 1890 when its popu¬ 
lation was 1,100,000. The first 
Philadelphia rapid transit line was 
completed in 1907 when its pop¬ 
ulation was 1,450,000. The Brook¬ 
lyn elevated system was put into 
operation in 1890 whn it had a 
population of 850,000, while Bos¬ 
ton had the larger part of her 
subway system in 1898, with a 
population of only 400,000. Los 
Angeles now has a population es¬ 
timated at 1,200,000 and without 
question, the need for adequate 
rapid transit is pressing. 

This need for rapid transit was 
recognized by the Board of Free¬ 
holders who, in 1923, prepared 
the city charter under which this 
city is now operating. They in¬ 
cluded a clause in it which pro¬ 
vides that before any extensions 
of transit service shall be grant¬ 
ed, or any subways, tunnels or 
elevateds be constructed, a com¬ 
prehensive rapid transit plan must 
be made for the entire city. 

Survey Is Started 

In order to meet this need for 
a rapid transit plan, the city 
council and county board of su¬ 
pervisors, at the request of the 
Los Angeles traffic commission, 
jointly appropriated $40,000 in 
January, 1924, to pay for such a 
transportation survey. They re¬ 
tained Major R. J. Kelker and 
Chas. E. Del^uw, two nationally 
known transportation engineers, 
who for several years had been 
identified with development of 
rapid transit for Chicago. They 
were in the city for several 
months, studying the direction of 
the growth of population, and ex¬ 
isting transportation systems, and 
in April, 1925, filed their report 
which outlines a comprehensive 
rapid transit system for metro¬ 
politan Los Angeles, which in¬ 
cludes not only the city but the 
surrounding suburban territory. 

This report is now in the hands 
of the city council anil board of 
supervisors who are studying it, 
with a view of adopting it as the 
official rapid transit plan for both 
the city and county. 

The Kelker - DLeeuw report, 
which is as comprehensive a trans¬ 
portation survey as ever- has been 
made in any American city, is but 
the starting point for the con¬ 
sideration of rapid transit devel¬ 
opment in this city. 

Vital Questions 

Notwithstanding the merits of 
this plan and the many excellent 
suggestions contained in it, there 
are many essential and pressing 
problems which must first be 
solved before an official endorse¬ 
ment can be given. Here are some 
of the questions which must lie 
answered: 

How can the city adequately 
answer the charter requirements

Hemet News: Announcement 
that a weekly newspaper at San 
Jacinto has been discontinued calls 
to mind the fact that 20 years 
ago there were 20,000 weekly 
newspapers in the United States. 
Today there are less than 11,000. 
Various reasons have been ad¬ 
vanced to account for this de¬ 
cline. The fact is, however, that 
today the public demands a better 
newspaper than the old-time coun¬ 
try yreekly could ever hope to be. 

In the old days the country 
newspaper office was a one-man 
shop where the total value of the 
plant often did not exceed $400. 
Today a weekly newspaper even 
approaching the size and standard 
of the Hemet News must have an 
investment of $20,000 to $50,000 
and a weekly payroll of $250 to 
$500. 

The decline in the number of 
country weeklies gives rise to var¬ 
ious reflections. For one thing, 
the passing of the country weekly 
means irreplaceable loss to thou¬ 
sands of rural citizens and thou¬ 
sands of dwellers in great cities 
as well. 

The papers of the old-home 
towns have followed many a man 
and woman from the farm or vil¬ 
lage to the roaring metropolis. In 
city homes there has been eager 
waiting for the weekly arrival of 
the old-home newspaper and many 
a city dweller has postponed 
reading the daily paper left on 
his doorstep while he scanned the 
home town weekly for the news 
of the marriages and deaths, of 
church socials and lodge meetings, 
of the goings and comings of 
those who to him are still the 
home folks.

State Motor 
Fee Schedule 
Is Announced 


The Division of Motor Vehicles 
has made public the complete 
schedule of fees to govern the re¬ 
newal of motor vehicle licenses 
for 1926. Except for electric mo¬ 
tor vehicles, the schedules are ex¬ 
actly the same as last year. 

For the ordinary passenger au¬ 
tomobile the fiat fee of $3 will 
be all that will be required. 

Trucks, delivery vehicles, taxi¬ 
cabs and all other cars designed, 
used or maintained principally for 
the transportation of passengers 
for hire or for the transportation 
of property will be subject to the 
fiat fee of $3 and will in addition 
be subject to fees based on weight 
and kind of tires. 

Pneumatic Tires 
The following weight schedules 
will prevail for commercial vehi¬ 
cles equipped with pneumatic 
tires, unladen and ready for serv¬ 
ice: 

Under 3,000 pounds, $5. 
Weighing 3,000 pounds and un¬ 
der 6,000 pounds, $10. 

Weighing 6,000 pounds and un¬ 
der 10,000, $15. 

Weighing 10,000 pounds and 
over, $20. 

Solid Tires 

Commercial vehicles eduipped 
wholly or in part with solid tires, 
unladen and ready for service will 
be subject to the following weight 
schedules: 

Weighing under 3,000 pounds, 
$ 10 . 

Weighing 3,000 pounds and un¬ 
der 6,000 pounds, $20. 

Weighing 6,000 pounds and un¬ 
der 10,000, $30. 

Weighing 10,000 pounds and 
over, $40. 

Electric motor vehicles, unladen 
and equipped for service with 
either solid or commercial tires, 
will, in addition to the flat fee of 
$3, be subject to weight fees as 
follows: 

Weighing under 6,000 pounds, 
$40. 

Weighing 6,000 pounds and un¬ 
der 10,000, $60. 

Weighing 10,000 pounds and 
over, $80. 

Vehicles weighing less than 3000 
equipped with cushion tires, shall 
be subject to weight fees charged 
for pneumatic tired vehicles. 

The white certificate of registra¬ 
tion is required with the renewal 
fee. The certificate of Ownership 
is not required except in case of 
transfer.

The proposed route would af¬ 
ford the desired route paralelling 
the Foothill boulevard and reliev¬ 
ing that crowded highway of much 
traffic. It would also avoid the 
engineering obstacles offered by 
some small hills further south in 
the Baldwin ranch. 

Another Desirable Road 

Baldwin avenue running south 
from Sierra Madre would connect 
with the suggested highway at 
Santa Anita station. If permis¬ 
sion could be secured to open 
Baldwin avenue through to Hunt¬ 
ington drive it would be a boon 
to the districts both north and 
south of the Baldwin ranch. 

Mrs. Baldwin’s statement was 
as follows: 

“So many statements have been 
published as emanating from me I 
regarding the matter of building 
a road through Sal a Anita rancho, 
from east to west, that I deem it ; 
advisable to state my attitude con¬ 
cerning same. 

Definite Conditions Named 

“I would he willing to grant a 
right of way immediately south of 
the Santa Fe railroad trrack.s 
along the northern boundary line 
of the Santa Anita rancho, or im¬ 
mediately north of the Pacific 
Electric railroad tracks along the 
southern boundary of the Santa j 
Anita rancho, or both, if the City j 
of Arcadia decides such roads are j 
necessary to her welfare, but I j 
will never sanction a thoroughfare 
at any other point, because such j 
a thoroughfare would hamper our 
farming operations and menace j 
the lives of our employes and live- | 
stock; nor could we hope, later [ 
on, to create an exclusive country 
club were our property cut into 
parcels. 

"We cannot subdivide and sell 
this property, as it’ was left en¬
